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UNITED'S NEW PLAN. 


The Official Details of the Proposition 
to Raise Money. 


Letters to the Stockholders and the Agreement That Pur- 
chasers of Stock Offered Are Asked to Sign—It 
Is Hoped That Over $1,000,000 Will 
Be Realized. 











The new proposition of the Barber management for 
the strengthening of the position of the United Box 
Board and Paper Company, as was stated in last week’s 
PAPER TRADE JouRNAL, involves the offer to sell 57,883 
hares of the capital stock of the American Straw Board 
Company, now held by the United, at $17.50 per share, 
payable on the instalment plam. Subscriptions to this 
offer have been invited from the stockholders of the 
board combination. With the Ie of the 57,883 shares 
of American stock the company offers 14,500 shares of 
its own stock as a bonus. By the sale it is hoped to 
tealize over $1,000,000, the samme to be used to reduce 
the note obligations of about $900,000 of the company and 
to retire $315,000 worth of bonds with interest of $4,000 
on total bond issue, which mature January 1, 1005. 

The subscribers for the stock offered will be allotted 
quanti*es of it in proportion to their holdings of the 
stock of the United. Each allotted subscription of $70 
shall entitle the subscriber, in addition to the four shares 
of American stock purchasable by that sum, ti: ome share 
of the preferred stock of the United as a bonus. A com- 
mittee appoimted for the purpose shall make the allot- 
ment. The power given this committce,-as can be seen 
by the agreement, is very broad indeed. This agreement, 
by the way, is to become binding at the option of the 
committee. By it any and all subscriptions cam be re 
jected. The committee also reserves the right to pledge 
the stock so subscribed for as collateral security for any 
loans made by the United, and it also reserves the right 
to sell the stocks for the account of the cubscriber at 
any time prior to January 15, 1906, at $18 per share for 
the American stock and $10 per share for the United 
stock, 

The main feature of the plan is that the stock offered 
for sale is really pooled and put in the hands of a com- 
mittee, which is to hold the stock for a year, but which 
in the meantime can do a number of things with it if 
it sees fit. Ihe power of the committee in this respect 
iully appears in the agreement. 

The letter of the directors to the stockholders is as 
follows:

borrowed amount in round figures to about $900,000, the 
greater portion of which are in collateral form secured by 
stock of the American Straw Board Company, which have 
been placed largely through the personality and influence 
of some of your officers. Your directors are of the opinion 
that it is unwise to pledge the stock of the American 
Straw Board Company to secure the payment of short time 
notes, for if by reason of any disturbance in the money 
market, or if because of the death or resignation of the 
officers of your company through whom these loans were 
placed, payment were demanded at maturity, there might be 
lost to your company, and hence to you, a valuable asset. 

To avoid this possibility and to provide for the payment 
of your notes outstanding your directors have concluded to 
sell the company’s entire holdings in the American Straw 
Board Company, amounting to about 57,883 shares, to- 
gether with 14,500 shares of its own preferred stock to the 
present stockholders of your company for the sum of

Your attention is directed to the fact that the quick as- 
sets of the American Straw Board Company, eliminating 
investment account, stores and personal property, exceed 
the liabilities other than bonded indebtedness by over $500,- 
on. The store account represents stores at Boston, New 
York, Philadelphia and Cincinnati, the profits of which for 
the first ten months of this year have 2mnounted to $53,- 
211.96, of which, however, only $34,250 has been taken into 
account in determining the profits of the American Straw 
Board Company, as of October 29, said sum of $34,250 
having been paid to the American Straw Board Company, 
as a cash dividend in August. From the information avail- 
able your directors are of opinion that the property em- 
braced in the store account of the American Straw Board 
Company is of a value at least as great as that which it is 
carried upon the books, since it represents accounts re- 
ceivable due the several stores, merchandise on hand and 
other assets. 

In respect to the condition of the United Box Board and 
Paper Company, your active assets as of October 29, 1904, 
representing cash in hand, notes and accounts receivable, 
and material on hand, amounted to $1,432,881.68, while 
your notes. accounts payable, accrued bond interest and lia 
bilities other than bonded indebtedness and underlying 
liens amounted to $1,438,200.84.

PUBLISHERS PAPER CO. 


Will Take Over the White Mountain 
Unfinished Plant. 


W. A. Hall, Formerly President of Casein Company, Is Presi- 
dent of New Company—Experiments With Salt Water 
—Four Paper Machines Ordered—The Government 
and the New Hampshire Forest Reserve. 


A company to be known as the Publishers Paper Com- 
pany, and capitalized for $5,000,000, will be formed in the 
near future to take over the unfinished plant of the old 
White Mountain Paper Company at Freeman’s Point, 
Portsmouth, N. H. The promoters of the new enterprise 
intend to complete the work on the buildings with all 
possible speed, and to start in to make news paper just as 
soon as they can get their paper machines installed. The 
present plans of those interested contemplate a daily out- 
put of 350 tons of news paper. Already, it is said, that 
four paper machines have been ordered of the builders. 


The future president and leading spirit of the Publishers 
Paper Company is William H. Hall, for the past five years 
president of the Casein Company of America, with offices 
at 11 Pine street, New York. That he might devote all 
his time to the new project, Mr. Hall resigned from the 
presidency of the Casein Company last week. In regard to 
the paper manufacturing proposition, Mr. Hall is said to 
be very enthusiastic and absolutely confident of its suc 
cess. Associated with him in the enterprise are a number 
of financially responsible men. Among these the names 
of a few prominent publishers are mentioned. It is un 
derstood also that considerable encouragement has been 
given Mr. Hal! by publishers who have promised to place 
their contracts for news paper with his company just as 
soon as the stability of the enterprise is assured. 

The confidence in the successful operation of the mill of 
the Publishers Paper Company is attributed to the result of 
recent experiments, which are said to have demonstrated 
the practical use of salt water for washing purposes in 
paper mills. The experiments referred to have been going 
on for the past three months, and have, according to re- 
ports, been entirely successful. Assuming that salt water 
can be so treated as to make it a suitable substitute for 
clear fresh water, the new company will go ahead without 
the necessity of relying on the 14 mile pipe line the 
construction of which was so costly to the old White 
Mountain Company. 

The Publishers Paper Company will get its pulp wood 
from the Eastern Timber Company, the successor to the 
White Mountain Paper Company, under a perpetual lease, 
paying to the timber company a stumpage tax, the amount 
of which will be determined by appraisers every ten years 

The Eastern Timber Company was organized a few 
months ago to take over the assets of the White Mountain 
Paper Company. It was capitalized for $8,000,000, $5,000, 
000 of preferred and $3,000,000 of common stock. The 
principal holders of the stock in the company were the 
former bondholders of the White Mountain Paper Com 
pany. Now it appears that the $8,000,000 capital stock of 
the timber company has been underwritten by a syndicate 
of Wall Street banking houses. The revival of interest in 
this property, as shown by the prominence of the under 
writing syndicate, is attributed to the certainty of the bill 
for a White Mountain nationa) forest reservation becom 
ing a law. This bill, which was introduced last year by

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BUSINESS SEASONABLE. 


Holiday Trade Is Lessening Demand for Staples and of 
Course Paper Is Less Active, Yet There 
Is a Full Call for This Time. 





As Christmas week is a proverbially quiet one in the 
New York market, the experience of the sellers of paper 
this week is no exception to the rule. With the dealers 
there is little doing beyond caring for the wants of cus- 
tomers who happen to need a little extra paper to com- 
plete work now in hand. The mill men are in a better 
position, comparatively, than the dealers, although with 
them the holiday season is not one of plenty in the way 
of new orders. But notwithstanding the general let up 
in business at this time the market continues strong with 
prices firm. Practically all the mills are comfortably full 
of business, enough or/iers being on the books to carry 
them safely over the midwinter dullness, even if there 
should be but little new business within that time. This 
fact, coupled with low water and a scarcity of ground 
wood, conspires to hold the market unusually firm, con- 
sidering the scason. In regard to low water, reports from 
a number of the manufacturers indicate a serious situa- 
tion, many of them being unable to turn out orders now 
considerably overdue. Because of the lessened power in 
the streams, all ground. wood papers are very firm. 
Manilas are particularly so, the quotations on them in a 
few instances having been advanced by the manufacturers. 
News paper is steady, but owing to the competition of 
the manufacturers the market is not considered quite as 
firm as it was a few weeks ago. The scarcity of pulp 
and the fear of further trouble over low water are relied 
on to hold news steady till after the ~iddle of January. 
Tissue papers remain unchanged despite the meeting 
of the manufacturers held at Buffalo, N. Y., last Thurs- 
day, the meeting being for the purpose of considering an 
advance in prices. The expected raise was not agreed 
upon, from all accounts. The talk of higher prices never- 
theless is indicative of the strength of the market on 
tissues. Book papers continue strong at the old quota- 
tions. In them the market is in better condition than is 
usually the case around the first of the year. 


Falling Off in Boston Trade. 
Eastern ey Paper Trave Journat, 
Boston, Mass., December 20, cal 

Reports from local paper dealers this week indicate a 
falling off of business, but a temporary let up in the de- 
mand for paper during the week preceding Christmas is 
always experienced. Yet while trade is quiet it is by no 
means dull, since the daily routine consumption and de- 
mand call for fairly good supplies of paper of all kinds. 
But nothing beyond this regular routine trade is looked 
for until after the new year sets in, and then renewed activ- 
ity is expected to develop. In the meantime the volume of 
jobbing business will be regulated by the immediate needs 
of the consumers. With manufacturers new orders are not 
very plenty just at present, but they are running as full as 
conditions will permit. Very few mills in New England, 
however, are able just now to produce to their full capacity 
because of low water. They have been short of water for 
some weeks past, are more so now and the outlook for the 
immediate future is not favorable as regards the water 
supply. Owing to the curtailment of production manufac- 
turers are not feeling the want of new orders so seriously, 
but they are feeling the high cost of all kinds of raw 
material. Just as soon as the demand for paper becomes 
active mill quotations are likely to be advanced. Some 
manufacturers are even now talking higher prices and the 
only factor preventing an advance is the temporary with- 
holding of orders. DELESDERNIER.

After inventory the stock will be replenished 
and some hope to buy at more favorable prices. Mills 
are running somewhat slack and many of them are en- 
deavoring to run the machinery on the low supply of 
water allowed. 

The American Writing Paper Company has a fair busi- 
ness. In some mills departments are running light, and 
the mills could easily handle considerable more business, 
while others are more favored and have about all! that 
they can comfortably attend to. In general trade has 
been quite good with the company, although the present 
month will very likely show a decrease when compared 
with last year at the same time, 


The Whiting mills are busy. Business continues very 





fair. While there has been a falling off in orders in some 
lines the depression has not been great. 

The Hampshire Paper Company and Carew Manufac- 
turing Company, of South Hadley Falls, have a seasona- 
ble trade. Business is a little light, but a fair share of 
orders is going to these mills. 

The Esleeck Manufacturing Company, at Turners 
Falls is doing quite a satisfactory business, and the 
Millers Falls Paper Company, at Millers Falls, is get- 
ting some good orders out of the dullness. 

Trade in papers made by the Parsons Paper Company 
has been somewhat quiet and the mill has been run night 
in place of days, owing to the low water, as a better 
head can be obtained when the other mills are not draw- 
mg so heavily. 

Western Massachusetts Mills in other sections are hold- 
ing their own and business with them remains practically 
as reported last week. FERRY.

Miami Valley Business Better.

Darron, Ohio, December 19, 1904.—Business is bracing 
up considerably as the old year prepares to make its exit. 
The week has witnessed an appreciable change for the bet- 
ter, according to reports, yet trade is not what might have 
been expected, all things considered. Judging from the 
dullness in the retail trade, manufacturers are indeed for- 
tunate to be able to continue the operation of the mills 
without material interruption. It was a condition which 
almost approaches an anomaly. Most plants have been 
running in the “even tenor of their way,” and indications 
point to a steady continuance of local operations. Whether 
the profits ai: all that might reasonably be expected is 
another question. Interviews with tradesmen elicit 
different points on this subject. Summarizing all state- 
ments, it may be said that most of the number would hail 
changed conditions in this respect, but until these condi- 
tions can be brought about by legitimate trading, based 
on supply and demand, the comparative cost of the raw and 
unfinished product, &c., it is inferred that many of the 
manufacturers are satisfied to “let well enough alone.” 
The drouth has been temporarily relieved, the coal supply 
is better, and the manufacturing end of the business shows 
improvement. M. V.

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PHILADELPHIA STOCK MEN 


Call for a Meeting of the Trade to Consider the Organiza- 
tion of a Local Association on Lines Similar 
to That in New York City. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., December 20, 1904.—Philadelphia is 
to have an organization of her paper stock dealers; at least 
the good resolution of three of her representative dealers 
to give the trade an opportunity to express itself on the 
question is not to be deferred until the new year. Follow- 
ing the news in THe Paper Trape Journat of last week, 
that the history of the New York Stock Dealers’ Associa- 
tion was being eagerly read in the staid Quaker City, 
opinion was crystallized, and on Friday last a call was is- 
sued for a meeting of those interested. This call follows: 

“You are cordially invited to attend a meeting of the 
paper stock dealers of Philadelphia, to be held in the Ger- 
man American Building, Broad and Arch streets, at 2 
o'clock p. m. Wednesday, December 21, Rooms 30 and 31, 
for the purpose of considering the formation of an organi- 
zation whose object will be in line with a similar organiza- 
tion already formed in New York city for the betterment 
of trade conditions, and the promotion of friendly rela- 
tions among its members. The need for such an organiza- 
tion here is clearly understood, and it is earnestly hoped 
that you will lend your support to this movement by at- 
tending the meetings. Yours truly,

This call was sent to all the larger dealers and a num- 
ber of the representative smaller ones. Many responses 
have already been received, and the indications are that 
w'le the meeting on Wednesday will not be large, the 
state of the trade making that impossible, it will be rep- 
resentative. The three gentlemen who issued the call have 
the confidence of the entire trade, and they themselves are 
determined to make the organization, if it be decided to 
have one (and of that there is little doubt), effective in 
remedying many conditions which the paper stock men 
merely as individuals are powerless to improve. While 
some of these conditions have been brought about by a 
restricted number of paper manufacturers, there is no spirit 
of antagonism toward anyone manifested by those who 
issued the call. They all-believe that in a movement of 
broad co-operation both the stock dealer and the paper 
manufacturer whe buys his products will be benefited. 

In this connection it must be said that the example of 
the Paper Trade Association of Philadelphia, and particu- 
larly of the Stock Dealers’ Association of New York City, 
has been most helpful. Incidentally, the course of THe 
Paper (RADE JOURNAL, whose agitation in both its edi- 
torial and news columns prepared the way for organiza- 
tion in the Quaker City, which for many years refused even 
to entertain such a project, is“ heartily commended by the 
stock dealers, as it has been by the paper jobbers.

New York Timber Lands Sold.

Watertown, N. Y., December 20, 1904.—Reuben T. 
Wells and John Bird, well known lumbermen, of Canton, 
N. Y., have sold 18,000 acres of timber land in the town 
of Clare, St. Lawrence County, to the Emporium Lum- 
ber Company, of Keating Summit, Pa.

Some of the lands purchased by the Pennsyl- 
vania corporation have been lumbered for soft timber, 
but the hard wood hzs not been taken from the tract.

It is under- 
stood that it will make an effort to buy the hardwood tim- 
ber on the lands recently bought by the Raymondsville Pa- 
per Company and other lands adjacent to those purchased of 
Wells & Bird. Included in the lands just sold is the preserve 
leased for.a number of years by the Stillwater Club, which 
is noted for the best hunting and fishing in the Adiron- 
dacks. The new owner will begin operations on its St. 
Lawrence County lands within a year or two, as the tim- 
ber supply on its Pennsylvania holdings is nearly ex- 
hausted. B.

Senator Gallinger, of New Hampshire, was this week 
favorably reported to the Senate without amendment. It 
provides for the purchase of 1,000,000 acres, or 1,600 square 
miles of land, as a forest reserve in the White Mountains 
The sum to be paid for the land is limited to $5,00v,000 
As the property of the present Eastern Timber Company 
is understood to be included in the proposed reservation, 
the value of the lands have increased greatly with the 
favorable report of the bill by a committee of the Senate. 
By the provisions of the bill, the owners of the land are 
to be paid a good round sum for their property by the 
Government, and are also to be allowed to cut timber off 
the lands under Government regulafion. Even under Gov- 
ernment supervision the annual cut in the timber lands will 
be far in excess of the needs cf the Publishers Paper Com- 


pany. 


Changes in Falulah Paper Company. 

FrrcHpurG, Mass., December 20, 1904.—There have been 
changes in the ownership of the Falulah Paper Company 
Albert N. Lowe, who was treasurer of the company, has 
bought out his brothers, Herbert G. and Waldo H. Lowe. 
Seth Lowe, a considerable shareholder, will retain his in- 
terest, which Mr. Lowe has bought in part in behalf cf his 
sons. 

The Falulah paper mill was started in 1886 by Albert N. 
and Seth Lowe. In 188 Herbert G. Lowe came in, and in 
1891 Waldo H. Lowe was admitted to the firm. In the 
early part of this year the partners incorporated the com- 
pany at $150,000, and the four owners of the stock were the 
gentlemen named. 

A. N. Lowe was the largest holder, having about half of 
the stock, while the retiring members had about a quarter.

Years ago the water power owners on the Oswegatchie 
River, New York, provided against drouth by securing the 
building of a dam at the outlet of Cranberry Lake, a large 
body of water at the head of the stream. The reservoir is 
big, but the cost of maintenance, which is assessed on 
power users, is light. 

In harmony with a recent decision of the United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals, the Board of General Appraisers 
on Saturday overruled protests made by J. Hunter and 
others, New York. The court decided that “flat” envelopes 
are dutiable under the Dingley tariff act at the rate of 35 
per cent. ad valorem under the provision for “manufactures 
of paper not specially provided for.” The importers’ claims 
for duty at either 20 or 25 per cent. are overruled.

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NEWS CONTRACTS. 


Some Shifting Around—The Great Northern Paper Company 
Will Supply the Herald—Changes in Some 
of the Minor Contracts. 


This year there has been some shifting of their news 
paper contracts by the publishers of the big dailies. 
These changes, however, have been only comparatively 
few in number, the publishers, as a rule, still holding to 
their old sources of supply. Nevertheless, there have 
been a few important changes, due principally to the fact 
that the additional production of news paper must and 
does find a market. The change in the character of the 
production of the Malone, De Grasse and Champion mills 
of New York State is an instance in point. Some of these 
mills, by shifting from manilas onto news, naturally dis- 
turbed the old order of things and necessitated a re- 
classification, as it were, of the contracts as they were 
held in 1903. The list of holders for 1904 is theretore 
different from that of the previou. year. The increased 
production of the Berlin Mills, of Berlin, N. H., has 
also been instrumental in the shifting of comtracts by the 
publishers. The solid position in which the officials of 
the Great Northern Paper Company have at last placed 
that company, rendering it practically beyond the reach 
of droughts and consequent pulp nines, has also had 
its influence in changing the names of the news manu- 
facturers that hold some of the big contracts. 

Among the notable shifting of contracts by the publishers 
the change of the New York Herald contract from the In- 
ternational to the Great Northern Paper Company is the 
most important, owing to the prominence of that well 
known daily. This contract, calling for 7o tons a day 
for a term of years, has just been taken by W. B. Dillon, 
vice president and manager of sales of the Great Northern. 
In securing the Herald contract Mr. Dillon, it seems, is 
doing nothing new. With the exception of the past few 
years he has regularly booked that contract regardless of 
the company with which he has been associated. He first 
took the contract in 1888, and from that time to the pres- 
ent he has renewed it, with the exception of the past few 
years that he has been with the Great Northern Paper 
Company. When he went with the latter company he says 
that he found that the Great Northern was not in a posi- 
tion to assume the contract, so he made no effort to secure 
it. For the past few years the International Paper has 
supplied the Herald with white paper. In order to take 
over the Herald contract it is reported that Mr. Dillon “let 
go” of his contract with the St. Louis Post-Despatch and 
with the Philadelphia Press. 

The International Paper Company has taken the con- 
tract for the St. Louis paper and the Berlin Mills took the 
order for the Philadelphia Press. The Berlin Mills have 
also just secured the contract for the Philadelphia Inquirer, 
which has been held by the International Paper Company 
for the past few years. 

Other minor changes in the news contracts for 19c¢have 
taken place recently. The most important of these have 
been the changes in the sources of supply for the Chicago 


Tribune, the Réston Herald and the Philadelphia Tele- 
graph. Ali three of these contracts were taken a few 
weeks ago by Perkins, Goodwin & Co., of New York. This 
well known house will furnish these dailies with paper 
from the mills of the Malone, De Grasse and Champion 
paper companies, having recently made a contract for a 
term of years with James A. Outterson for the entire pro- 
duction of these companies. 

The contract for the paper for the New York Sun, 
which has been for many years held by Perkins, Good- 
win & Co., ir now held absolutely by the International 
Paper Company, the old holders of the Sun contracts 
this year for the first time in almost thirty years receiy- 
ing no commissions on the Sun business. 


Beaver Dam Reservoir in Use. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Watertown, N. Y., December 20, 1904.—A claim for 
extras, put in by the contractors who built the Beaver 
River reservoir, which claim was disputed by the State De- 
partment of Public Works, threatened a week or two ago 
to deprive manufacturers in the Black River Valley of the 
benefit of water storage on the Beaver River during the 
present winter, when it seems likely that it will be badly 
needed. The contractors put in a bill of $40,000 for ex- 
tras, nearly all of which the Superintendent of Public 
Works claims is for work that was specified in the con- 
tract. Pending settlement of the disputed claim the gates 
of the reservoir were closed. The fear that the opening of 
the gates by direction of the State Department of Public 
Works would constitute a legal acceptance of the work and 
make the State liable for the amount claimed for extras 
made the State officials reluctant to turn the reservoir over 
to the local commission. The manufacturers represented 
through the local water storage commission and power 
association took up the matter and have succeeded in get- 
ting the State officials to put the reservoir in commission. 
F. W. Babcock, of the local commission, received a tele- 
gram Friday notifying him that the State had accepted the 
Beaver River dam and notifying the Black River Water 
Power Association that it had passed to their jurisdiction 
for maintenance and use. The commissioners have ordered 
the gates opened, and the water heid back by the big reser- 
voir on Beaver River will carry the mills along for a 
couple of months or more. On account of repairs being 
made to the dam at Old Forge and Sixth Lake on the 
Fulton chain, these reservoirs are not now being drawn 


upon. B.

The International’s New Bond Issue. 


In regard to the bond issue of the International Paper 
Company, announcement of which has already been made 
in THE Paper TRADE JouRNAL, President Chisholm of 
that company has sent out the following letter to the 
stockholders: 

New York, December 14, 1904. 


To the Stockholders of the International Paper Company: 

The directors of your company after careful considera- 
tion have authorized, subject to the consent of the stock- 
holders, the immediate issue and sale of $5,000,000 of Con- 
solidated Mortgage Five Per Cent. Sinki-g Fund Convert- 
ible Gold Bonds, payable in thirty years from date. These 
bonds are to be secured by a mortgage, providing for the 
ultimate issue of not exceeding $10,000,000 of such bonds 
(the remaining $5,000,000 of bonds to be reserved and 
their issue limited so that they can only be issued to pay 
or provide for future additions and improvements to the 
property which actually increase its earning capacity), and 
are also to be secured by a sinking fund sufficient to pro- 
vide for the redemption of the bonds by raatunty. A meet- 
ing of the stockholders has been called to consent to the 
execution and issue of such bonds and motgage. 

The proceeds of the $5,000,000 of bonds presently to be 
issued are to be used to reimburse the treasury of your 
company for surplus earnings which have been used for 
additions and improvements to the plants; to furnish ad- 
ditional working capital made necessary by the increase in 
the production and business of the company; and to pay 
for contemplated improvements at some of the mills which 
are necessary to properly balance these mills and to enable 
them to produce paper with less expense and largely in- 
creased profit eo 

A large amount of work in this direction has already 
been done. The cost of this work, while properly charge- 
able to capital expenditure, has not been provided for by 
the issue of stock or bonds, but has been taken from the 
surplus and working capital of the company. By these ex- 
penditures the productive capacity of the company has been 
increased over 400 tons of paper per day more than in the 
year 1899, while 459,000 acres of woodlands have been added 
to the property of the company. This increase in produc- 
tion properly requires an increase in working capital, and 
yet, on the-contrary, the working capital has been reduced 
by the drafts upon it necessary to pay in part for these 
improvements. Although by the expenditures already made 
many of your mills have been raised to a high state of ef- 
ficiency and economy and are now practically complete and 
satisfactory, other mills require similar expenditures to 
enable them to work with the greatest economy and profit. 

The proposed improvements should be made as speedily 
as can wisely and economically be done, and yet involving 
as they do expenditures which will add directly to the 
property and earning capacity of the company, it is not 
fair to the common stockholders to expect to continue to 
provide for them entirely out.of current earnings. 

Your directors believe that the expense of fully main- 
taining the property of the company up to its present stand- 
ard and a part of the cost of new property should. be 
charged to the genes expenses, but they also think 
that some part of the cost of such property should be 
provided for by new money, apart from current earnings, 
and they have accordingly upon careful consideration de- 
cided to strongly recommend the proposed issue of bonds. 
They have already arranged for the sale of the present pro- 
posed issue and they believe that, while it will not sub- 
stantially increase the expenditure of the company, the fur- 
nishing of sufficient working capital and the completion of 
the necessary improvements, which will thus be made pos- 
sible, will largely increase the earning capacity and greatly 
benefit the stockholders and all who are interested in the 
company.

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WATER CONDITIONS. 


Restrictions Are in Force at Holyoke and in Wisconsin, and 
it Is Expected That They Will Be 
Made More Severe. 


Tue Parer Trave Journat, 
Hotyoxe, Mass., December 20, 1904. 


Restrictions as to the use of water are still in force on 
the Holyoke mills. There is no relief in sight and with 
each week the situation grows more serious. No rains 
have occurred during the past week and weather still 
continues below the freezing point. North of Holyoke tem- 
peratures have hung around zero and along the Deerfield 
River feeders a manufacturer reports many degrees below, 
freezing over the river almost solidly. Mill men are in 
hopes that the “January thaw” may come early and afford 
temporary relief at least. 

Western New England mills are all suffering to some 
extent, as the draft on the storage reservoirs, which began 
some time ago, is lowering these ponds, but a rainfall of 
any kind would benefit these mills, while proving Of very 
little value to the Holyoke mills. 

It is expected that the Holyoke Water Power Company 
will issue restrictions confining the mills to even a closer 
use of water, and unless relief is at hand soon the mills 
will be confined to the indentured quantity. 

A report from Connecticut says that the danger from 
severe suffering from drought in the Moosup section was 
increased by the cold and snow of last week. Several hun- 
dred wells have given out and springs and swamps feeding 
the streams have frozen up. The streams are very low and 
mill men say that without a very heavy warm rain many 
mills will be compelled to close. 

New Hampshire and Vermont are also suffering greatly. 
A statement from Manchester says that the rivers are so 
low that some mills have already shut down and others are 
running by steam. 

The outlook for Western New England this week is 
more serious than for a long time. _ Ferry.

Water Conditions in Wisconsin.

AppLeton, Wis., December 19, 1904.—For the past two 
weeks and more the weather has been very wintry, the 
mercury varying between zero and 25° above zero, and

scarcely once getting as high as the freezing point. The 
watercourses are all solidly frozen over, including the 
expansive surface of Lake Winnebago. While the ice 
was forming the mills had the usual trouble with anchor 
ice, but since the water surfaces are now covered there is 
no trouble. The water level in the lake is falling slowly 
all the time, and it seems probable that water power will 
be very short before the winter is over. The manufac- 
turers have been granted by the War Department the 
privilege of drawing the water during the winter to a 
point 18 inches below the crest of the Menasha dam. 
This permission has been granted in other years, but it 
has not been necessary to take full advantage of it. This 
time, however, it may be different. The mills are using 
75 per cent. of the normal flow, but a further cut is proba- 
ble soon. Fox RIver. 


Colin Gardner Company Protecting Right of Way. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Dayton, Ohio, December 19, 1904.—Somewhat of a 
stir was caused in Middletown the latter part of last 
week when the Colin Gardner Paper Company brought 
suit to enjoin Robert Koser and the Middletown Hy- 
draulic Company from closing a right of way through its 
property. The injunction also prevents interference with 
the Big Four switch, which extends through the prop- 
erty. By reason of its twenty-five years’ occupancy the 
company asserts title.

May Build Pulp Mill at Dolgeville. 


GLOVERSVILLE, N. Y., December 19, 1904.—Attorneys 
representing the Alfred Dolge creditors have been in 
town closing up matters in relation to the sale of the 
Adirondack lands to the Caroga Land Company. 

The recent sale of the Dolge timber lands, which was 
confirmed a few days ago by Judge Mills, of this city, in- 
creases the chances for the erection of a $100,000 pulp mill 
at Dolgeville before many morths have passed. Just after 
the timber lands were sold Messrs. Ainsworth and Water- 
bury, the purchasers, ascertained that there would likely 
be some friction when they desired to float logs down some 
of the streams between this place and the lumber tracts, 
and on that account they wished to have their purchase 
canceled. They informed the Dolgeville Board of Trade, 
however, that if that organization could ensure them the 
log floating rights and also a site for their mill they would 
place a factory there at a probable cost of $100,000. 

The board of trade now has options for log floating 
privileges on a good many of the properties. 


The Tariff on Paper Bags.

Wasutncton, D. C., December 19, 1904.—The Treasury 
Department has promulgated a recent decision of the 
United Statés Circuit Court for the Southern District of 
New York in the case of Kraut vs. United States, wherein 
it was held that certain paper bags elaborately printed with 
advertising matter were not dutiable as “printed matter” 
under paragraph 403 of the existing tariff act, but as manu- 
factures of paper, under paragraph 407 of the same act. An 
appeal has been taken in this case to the Circuit Court of 
Appeals for the second circuit.

Annual Meeting Held in Milwaukee, Wis.—Old Officers Are 
Re-clected—Company May Establish 
an Eastern Office. 








[FROM OUR RECULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Appteton, Wis., December 19, 1904.—The annual meet- 
ing of the General Paper Compariy was held in Milwau- 
kee last week. Officers were elected and the usual re- 
ports submitted and matters generally connected with the 
interest and prosperity of the company were discussed. 
One of the most interesting results of the meeting was 
the appointment of a committee to investigate and con- 
sider the advisability of establishing an Eastern office. 
The committee consists of John A. Davis, manager of 
sales for the company; Thomas E. Nash, of Grand Rap- 
ids; C. A. Babcock, of Neenah; and B. F. Nelson, of 
Minneapolis. This committee has taken time by the fore- 
lock and ig already in New York, where the Eastern of- 
fice will be established, if it is established at all. This 
movement is mot announced as one of retaliation for the 
selling of Eastern paper in Western .markets, but it is 
more or i¢ss shrewdly surmised by outsiders that some 
such motive as this is behind it. 

Another matter considered was the renewing of con- 
tracts by the mills with the General Paper Company. 
The charter of the General Paper Company itself is un- 
limited as to time, but the various mills that went into it 
originally sigmed contracts to continue with it for five 
years. These contracts will expire next summer, and 
the matter of renewing them came up. It is understood 
that matters as a whole are very harmonious and that 
there will be mo doubt about all the mills at present in 
the concern continuing with it for another period. 

It was announced in the reports that during the past 


year two new mills have joined the General, being those 
of the Consolidated Water Power and Paper Company, of 
Grand Rapids, and the Rhinelander Paper Company. The 
product of these two mills adds about one-seventh to the 
amount of paper previously marketed by the company. 
During the past year the paper sold by the company 
amounted to about 500,000,000 pounds, valued at about 
$12,000,000. 

The old corps of officers was re-elected, as follows: 
President, J. A. Kimberly, Neenah; vice president, George 
A. Whiting, Neenah; second vice president, W. Z. Stuart, 
Chicago; secretary-treasurer, L. M. Alexander, Milwau- 
kee. Fox River. 


Trouble Gver Tar Machine Patent. 


Newark, N. J., December 19, 1904.—Francis S. Winfield, 
counsel for the owners of a patent on a machine used in 
the manufacture of tar paper, is seeking to recover $180,000 
damages from the Barrett Manufacturing Company, of 
New York, for the alleged illegal use for several years past 
of machines patterned after those of his clients. 

The machine was invented several years ago by Lewis 
Wimmer, a small tar paper manufacturer of Elizabeth, and 
he and Thomas J. Fee, of Elizabeth, and George William- 
son, of 49 Poinier street, this city, now hold equal interests 
in the patent. 

In 1897 attempts were made to sell the right to use the 
machine to the Barrett people, who are the largest manu- 
facturers of tar paper in the world, but terms could 
not be agreed upon and the deal fell through. Subse- 
quently it was discovered, according to the allegation, that 
the Barrett Company had made its own machine after the 
models furnished for examination when it was considering 
the purchase of the rights of manufacture for its own use. 

A bill of complaint was filed in the Circuit Court of the 
Eastern District of New York last spring, but the de- 





fendants set up the defense that machines of similar con- 
struction had been in use by them for years, and that there 
fore the patent of the plaintiff was invalid. 

This allegation is denied. Attempts have been made to 
get photographs of the machines now in ise in the Barrett 
factory, but without success, and the court has now been 
petitioned to order that a camera be allowed to enter the 
factory and take snapshots desired. 

The complainants base their claim for upwards of $200,- 
ooo damages upon the saving in wages which they believe 
they can show the Barrett people benefited by through the 
use of the machines. 


Libel Suit Compromised,

Racquette River Pulp Mill Burned. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Watertown, N. Y., December 20, 1904—On Wednes- 
day afternoon of last week the pulp mill owned and 
cperated by the Racquette River Pulp Company, of Col- 
ton, St. Lawrence County, was totally destroyed by fire. 
Daniel Sullivan, an employee of fhe company, lost his 
life in the burning building while saving the life of a 
fellow workman named Gardiner, who is a cripple. 
Messrs. Sullivan and Gardiner were working in the 
boiler room when the fire broke out. Sullivan told 
Gardiner, who had only one leg, to make his escape up 
the stairway and he would follow. Gardiner was over- 
come by smoke when he reached the top of the stairs 
and was taken out unconscious by other workmen. On 
account of the dense smoke the rescuing party could do 
nothing to save Mr. Sullivan.. The plant of the Racquette 
River Pulp Company was locate? in the three story 
wooden building formerly built for a chair factory. There 
were no means at hand to fight the fire and the building 
and machinery was totally destroyed within an hour and 
a half after the fire broke out. The electric lighting for 
the village of Colton wag supplied from the company’s 
plant, the system having been installed only about three 
months ago. This was rendered useless. The origin 
of the fire is a mystery. Daniel Sullivan, who lost his 
life, leaves a widow, one son and one daughter. B. 





Connecticut River Navigation. 


Western Massachusetts Office 
Tue Parga Traps Jovanat, 
Horyvoxke, Mass., December 20, 1904. 

Holyoke and Western Massachusetts manufacturers in 
general are manifesting considerable interest in the revival 
of the Connecticut River navigation scheme by the report 
of the army engineers now before the Board of Review. 
The fact that the New York Central Railroad has a force 
of engineers at work running a line for a proposed railroad 
from Springfield to connect with the lines up the Hudson 
owned by the road, also adds interest to the theme for 
prospective lowering of freight rates. There is a possibility 
that Holyoke might be benefited by the new line, if built, 
as well as by the opening of the river. 

Just how much the rates on freight could be lowered is 


a question yet to be solved. Boat freight would have to be 
hauled from the docks to the mills, where now in most 
cases cars are set at the mills for receipt and delivery of 
carload consignments. 

The greater stress is laid upon the saving in freight on 
coal, which, it is stated, would be material, but the pur- 
chase of the Ontario and Western road by the New York, 
New Haven and Ha.tford system lends a new light to the 
situation, and with a coal road directly controlled by the 
New Haven system there could be a very lively competi- 
tion for freight, as this system reaches practically every 
point to be benefited by boat freight, and could make a very 
interesting contest. 

It would likely take some years to open the river, and 
Western Massachusetts manufacturers are not at present 
likely to receive much benefit from the project.

The icorporation this week, under the laws of New Jer- 
sey, of the National Paper Mills and Filler Company has 
attracted attention, owing to the amount of its capitaliza- 
tion, $225,000. The new company, according to its charter, 
is to deal in straw board and paper material, pulp, &c. Its 
ineorporators are given as Louis B. Dailey, H. O. Cough- 
lan and Joseph M. Mitchell, all of Jersey City.

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The United’s New Plan. 

Board manufacturers generally, and those who are hold- 
ers of securities of the United Box Board and Paper Com- 
pany particularly, will be interested in the letters to stock- 
holders and the agreement which stockholders, who may 
be buyers of the stocks offered, are asked to sign, and 
which are printed in full in this issue of Tat PAper Trave 
JournaLt. The United Box Board and Paper Company 
seeks to rid itself of its note indebtedness and to meet its 
obligation to retire $350,000 worth of bonds, and in order 
to do this it offers for sale stocks of some of its subsidiary 
companies, with its own stock as bonus. The details of the 
proposition will be found in the letters and agreement re- 
ferred to, and these documents will certainly repay perusal 
and study. 

It will be interesting to note how the stockholders view 
the proposition, and what they intend to do with it. 


The Publishers Paper Company. 

The uncompleted plant erected at Portsmouth, N. H., 
by the late lamented White Mountain Paper Company 
will shortly bloom out as a paper making establishment, 
if everything goes right. It will be acquired by the Pub- 
lishers Paper Company, a corporation with an attractive 
name, with a reputed full treasury, and with William 
A. Hall, late president of the Casein Company of Amer- 
ica, as presideut. Mr. Hall is reported as being enthusi- 
astic over the scheme, to such an extent, in fact, that 
he resigned as president of the Casein Company in order 
to devote all his time and energies to the Publishers 
Paper Company. Mr. Hall,- who is related to the late 
W. A. Russell, the organizer of the Internatiomal Paper 
Company, is a man of resource and energy, and the 
expectation is that under his leadership and guidance the 
company will shortly become a factor in the mews pro- 
ducing ntarket. It is said that four machines will be 
installed at the beginning, se that the concern will start 
with an approximate capacity of 150 tons a day. If 
plans do not go awry, it will not be long before the mill 
will be in operation. 

The name selected for the company is not as fanciful 
as might be supposed at first glance, for it is said that 
several newspaper publishers are interested in the new 
company. 

The indications, therefore, are that in the near future 
the Portsmouth plant will be eligible to be listed as a 
paper mill, and that it will at least have a “preference” 
with some of its own stockholders for “news” =ontracts. 

“News” contracts have been rather interesting of late, 
and there has been a shifting about of publishers so far 
as their sources of supply are concerned. A news article 
on page 8 of this issue of Taz Paper TrapEe JOURNAL 
tells of some of the changes that have been made, the 
most notable of which is that of the New York Herald, 
which has just made a term contract with the Great 
Northern Paper Company. 


The Organization Idea. 

The fact that there are benefits to be derived from united 
action is having large recognition in the paper amd paper 
stock lines at present. 

The paper dealers have organized not only local bodies 
in New York, Boston, Philadelphia, Chicago and Baltimore, 
but also a national association that will hold its second an- 
nual meeting early in the year. Already a great deal of 
beneficial work has been done, and there are indications 
that much more will soon be accomplished. The questions 
of credit, terms, bad debts, discounts, &c., have beem taken 
up and many abuses in these lines have been abolished, 
and others will, in the course of the coming year, receive 





the same treatmeni. 

Encouraged by the success of the paper dealers, the 
paper stock dealers and packers have decided to follow 
suit. New Yor« has already qrganized a paper stock asso- 
ciation, and the news of this action has not only led the 
Philadelphia members of the paper stock trade to issue a 
call for a meeting to consider the subject, but has stirred 
up stock men all over the country, and they are deluging 
the officers of the New York association with requests for 
information. This shows an intense interest in the matter, 
and a widespread belief that there exists in most sections a 


. 


” pulp. 
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necessity for the organization of stock dealers’ associations. 
The movement is to be commended and encouraged. 
Even shouid it accomplish nothing else (and it most cer- 
tainly will), it will draw together the various members of 
the trade, give them a better insight into conditions, enable 
them to conduct transactions with a better understanding 
of affairs, and in every way benefit all who are active in 
the matter. There are many questions, of a general nature 
particularly, that can be discussed and settled by confer- 
ences between paper manufacturers and stock men, just as 
there are other general questions that have been and will 
be settled by similar comferences between paper manufac- 
turrs and paper dealers. This “getting together” in the 
paper and paper stock lines is a good sign. It is a sign 
that if there are any existing differences they can be har- 
monized and settled im a satisfactory and fair manner by 
the exercise of wisdom and ripe judgment by both parties. 

Tue Paper Trape JourNat is heartily in favor of all 
such trade movements, and can be depended on to aid them 
in every possible way. 


A good deal of interest in Canada just now centres in 
the report of the purchase of the French paper La Presse, 
of Montreal, which is said to have the largest circulation 
of amy daily, French or English, in Canada, by David Rus- 
sell, the millionaire promoter of Montreal, or by a com- 
pany im which he is the moving spirit. Mr. Russell was 
inclined to treat the reports jocularly when seen, and then 
made a statement of greater interest to lumbermen and pulp 
manufacturers. “The reporters,” he is reported as saying, 
“if they should go to Belgium, might find some other big 
enterprises that 1 am interested in. They might find that 
a number of Belgian capitalists, long impressed with the 
possibilities of paper making in Canada, are greatly in 
favor of establishing great paper and pulp mills to supply 
a number of papers of largr circulation. The idea is to 
have a chain of papers, all iidependent of each other, but 
equipped with interchangeable presses so that one uniform 
width of paper would suit every paper in the chain. This 
would result in paper making at a minimum of cost, be- 
cause the variation in the width of sheet greatly increases 
the outlay in production. I am now in treaty for the estab- 
lishment of this concern, and if certain properties can be 
obtained it will be an emterprise of magnitude and im- 
portance.” “Magnitude” and “importance” are both cor- 
rectly used here, and when the enterprise assumes material 
shape it will be of decided interest to both the newspaper 
and paper making world. With orders from that “chain of 
papers” a mill could keep its machines running on the 
same width of roll the year round. However, there is a 
great deal of work to be done before the results of the idea 
will be apparent. 


The Canadian paper manufacturers held their quarterly 
meeting at Ottawa last week, and nearly all the big mills 
werc represented. It was supposed that the meeting would 
be followed by an advance in prices because of the increase 
in the price of raw materizls of all kinds. It is said by 
pulp makers that pulp wood is now selling for $6 and $6.50 
on the cars, whereas a little while agu it could be pur- 
chased for $4 and $4.50: However, after the meeting it 
was announced that there would be no advance in prices, 
but that there would be a stiffening up in credits and terms. 
Instead of 3 per cent. off or ninety days, it is now said that 
the terms are sixty days. However, the representative of 
a leading mill announced that an increase in prices was in- 
evitable unless materials became cheaper. Chemicals, rags, 
wood, machinery and wages are all higher than they were 
sik or nine months ago, and yet paper is seiling for the 
same figure. This state of affairs is not peculiar to Canada. 
It prevails here to a large extent, and paper makers here 
feel that they are entitled to and must receive better re- 
turns if raw materials are to continue at present values. 





A bill has passed the House of Representatives and 
is now before the Senate Committee on Forest Reserva- 
tions for the purpose of transferring’ the forest reserves 
from the supervision of the Secretary of the Interior to 
that of the Secretary of Agriculture, There is a provision 
added to the bill to the effect that pulp wood or wood 
pulp manufactured from timber in the district of Alaska 
may be exported therefrom as any other wood or wood 
With transportation charges from Alaska as heavy 
as they are at present there is not a great probability 
that our pulp manufacturers will be able to get much 
cheap spruce from that country. 





The cry of low water is yet heard in the land. Not only 
are paper makers and pulp makers complaining on this 
score, but manufacturers im other lines as well. In Penn- 
sylvania there is much suffering because of the scarcity 
of water, and in some .instances transportation companies 


are seriously crippled.

Jeremiah W. Finch, one of the foremost Adirondack 
landowners and a lumber merchant known throughout the 
State, died early Monday morning at his home, 247 West 
Seventy-second street, at the age of seventy-eight. Two 
years ago, as the result of overwork, Mr. Finch suffered a 
stroke of paralysis, from which he did not fully recover. 

Mr. Finch was born at Kingsbury in 1827. From the 
time when Glens Falls was a small village he had been con- 
nected with the vast lumber interests there, made possible 
by the great water power in the place. He was an ardent 
Democrat, and was once leader of his party in Warren 
County, remaining influential in politics in the northera 
cities of the State almost up to the time of his death. He 
was president of and a large stockholder in the Glens Falls 
National Bank, and one of the founders of the firm of 
Finch & Pruyn, his partner being Samuel Pruyn. He was 
also the senior partner of the recently incorporated Finch- 
Pruyn Company, which is now building a paper mill at 
Glens Falls, N. Y.

Company, Nekoosa, Wis., lost a finger in the machinery 
last week. 

A quarterly dividend of 1% per cent, has been declared 
on Champion Coated Paper Company, Hamilton, Ohio, 
preferred, payable January 2, to holders of record Decem- 
ber 20. 

The extension which is being added to the West 
Virginia Pulp and Paper Company’s canal race at Mechan- 
icsville, N. Y., will be of concrete and will be an improve- 
ment to the plant, as it will furnish more power and can 
easily be cleaned. 

The Racquette River Paper Company, Potsdam, N. Y., 
has advanced the price of manilas one-eighth of a cent a 
pound, owing to the short supply and increased cost of 
ground wood and sulphite fibre. The low water prevailing 
is daily making the shortage of stock more pronounced. 

A Pole was fatally injured at the Montague Mill of the 
International Paper Company at Turners Falls last Thurs- 
day. He was attempting to place a belt over a pulley when 
caught in the machinery. Both feet and an arm were torn 
off and life was almost extinct when the man was taken 
from the scene. E 

The Cumberland Paper Company, Cumberland, Md., will 
dispose of its plant above “The Narrows” on Thursday, 
January 5, 1905, the sale to take place publicly in front of 


‘the Second National Bank. . The property comprises 14 


acres of ground, a fine brick building suitable for manu- 
facturing and the necessary railroad switches. 

As a result of using electricity as driving power the two 
paper machines cf the Consolidated Water Power and 
Paper Company at Grand Rapids, Wis., have been worked 
up from a speed of 425 to 530 feet per minute, at which 


they produce 66 tons of paper a day. This is very con- 
siderably more than they were expected to produce. 


The employees of the Raymondville, N. Y., Paper Com- 
pany are still talking about the Thanksgiving turkeys that 
Manager Frank L. Moore passed around to the heads of 
families on the company’s pay roll. St. Lawrence County 
turkeys cost about 25 cents a pound this year, conse- 
quently Mr. Moore’s turkey bill was not small. The single 
men employed in the mill were given a silver dollar to 
pay for Thanksgiving cheer in lieu of turkey.

Paper Stock Filter, Invented by Clemens Tittel, of Josefsthal, 
Austria-Hungary, Who Takes Out 
United States Patent. 









Clemens Tittel, of Josefsthal, near Laibach, Austria- 
Hungary, has been granted letters patent No. 777,316, on 
a paper stock filter. 

This invention relates to paper stock filters for recover- 
ing paper stock contained in the waste waters from paper 
making machinery, aud the object is to construct a filter 
of such class with means hereinafter referred to for clean- 
ing the wet felt of the filter when necessary without dis- 
mantling the filter, which is generally now the case. 

For regaining the paper stuff contained in the waste 
water from paper making machines generally the filters 
which are employed comprise in their construction an 
endless wet felt, which is led over guide rollers and is 
stretched over a metal sieve carried by the wheel, the 
rotary motion of the latter being continuously imparted 
to the felt. The paper stuff of the waste waters that is 
supplied to the filter during the operation of the filtering 
adheres to the felt, while the filtered water passes away 
through the wheel, the paper stuff contained in the water 
adhering to the felt during the filtering operation and 
during the travel of the felt is compressed against a 
roller and is removed from the felt through the medium 
of a scraper. This method is open to the disadvantage 
that the felt, notwithstanding the employment of a wash- 
ing device for the filter, becomes after a comparatively 
short time clogged with the paper stuff, so that although 
the felt may still take up a certain amount of the paper 
stuff it will not take up the more valuable fibres of the 
paper stuff, as said fibres pass away with the waste water.

Consequently the daily yield of the filter is reduced by 
about 80 per cent. and the material obtained is of lower 
value, as it consists mostly of a filling material. In order 
to prevent this disadvantage, the felt has to be frequently 
changed—that is to say, the filter has to be dismantled, 
the wheel liited out, and the felt removed and replaced 
by fresh felt, whereupon the filter is again mounted and 
operated. This manner of operating the filters necessi- 
tates a considerable expenditure of time and is also open 
to the objection that waste waters flow away unfiltered, 
so that the yield of the filter becomes comparatively 
small. 5 

a denotes the endless wet felt; b, the guide rollers 
therefor; c, the metal sieve carried by the wheel d, the 
rotary motion of the latter being the medium for causing 
the travel of the felt. The wheel d is mounted within a 
suitable casing f and the guide rollers b exterior of the 
casing f. The waste waters are led into the casing from 
a trough e. The reference character g denotes a scraper 
for removing the paper stuff from the wet felt a, which 
has been pressed upon the felt through the medium of the 
guide and presser rollers b. 

Arranged exterior of the casing f is a pair of water 
supply pipes (indicated by the reference characters h and 
h’), which communicate with a feed pipe closed through 
the medium of a cut-off 7. A beater i of known construc- 
tion is arranged in operative relation with respect to the 
endless wet felt a; | denotes a steam supply pipe, which 
is arranged exterior of the casing f, and is provided with 
a regulating valve k. The pipe | extends to below the 
lower side of the wheel d, and to the lower end of said 
pipe is attached a perforated steam spray pipe m, closed 
at its inner end, and which is adapted to extend within 
the casing f and across the felt a, as well as being 
arranged in close proximity to the felt a. Leading from 
the pipe / and provided with a valve m is a steampipe , 
which communicates with a mixing valve 0, Said mixing 
valve o is arranged above a portion of the felt a and 
has communicating therewith a perforated discharge pipe, 
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which extends over the felt a. Said mixing valve o is 
also in communication with the pipe h’. The other pipe, 
h, is arranged below the felt a, or, in other words, the 
felt a is adapted to travel between the mixing valve o 
and the mouth of the pipe h. 

The manner in which the filter operates is as follows: 
As soon as the wet felt a appears to be more or less 
clogged the supply of waste water from the trough ¢ is 
stopped and the water contained in the casing f is run 
off. The valve k is then opened, so that the steam can 
issue through the perforations of the pipe m, so as to 
act upon the under side of the felt along its entire width, 
thereby heating the water and washing off the filling 
material adhering to the felt. The valve m of the steam- 
pipe p is then opened and the steam issues through the 
mixing valve 0, where it mixes with the cold water which 
flows through the pipe h’ into the mixing valve when 
the cock j is opened. The water is thus heated in the 
mixing valve by the steam and issues with considerable 
force against the felt, whereby the inner surface of the 
feit is cleaned without in any way damaging the same. 
The washing of the wet felt, which takes place during 
the continued rotation of the filter wheel, only lasts a 
very short time and possesses several essential advan- 
tages. These consist in that there is a gain of the 
intercepted paper stuff, as the waste waters are continu- 
ously operated on and a uniform rate of production is 
obtained. Furthermore, the felt remains operative for a 
longer space of time and until it is entirely worn out 
in the apparatus, and, lastly, in consequence of the doing 
away of the frequent dismounting of the apparatus, such 
as was heretofore necessary, the cost of working is re- 
duced and repairs are more seldom required. These ad- 
vantages increase the value of the apparatus to a con- 
siderable extent, as the workipg is rendered more profita- 
ble by the described improved method.

Boyce mill; Marseilles, Ill.; Eastern Manufacturing Com- 
pany, South Brewer, Me.; Hinckley Fibre Company, Hinck- 
ley, N. Y.; West Virginia Pulp and Paper Company, Me- 
chanicsville, N. Y.; Willamette Pulp and Paper Company, 
Oregon City, Ore.; Rhinelander Paper Company, Rhine- 
lander, Wis.; Imperial Paper Mills, Sturgeon Falls, Can- 
ada; Remington-Martin Company, Norfolk, N. Y. 

Orders now in hand for the screen are for a complete 
equipment to the Cherry River Paper Company’‘and to the 
mills of the American Wood Board Company, International 
Paper Company, Battle Island Paper Company, West Vir- 
ginia Pulp and Paper Company, and Remington-Martin 
Company. The company will supply the Cherry River Pa- 
per Company with a complete equipment of its worm 
washers and knotters, and has also made a shipment of 
these to the Champion Coated Paper Company, Hamil- 
ton, Ohio. Orders from makers of grinders for the com- 
pany’s grinder valves, as well as from pulp manufacturers 
to equip old grinders, have also been generous. It is said 
that there are now more than 2,000 of these valves in 
use. The Baker & Shevlin Company’s facilities are such 
as to enable it to take care of al! orders and to turn out 
work at short notice. 


Bellows Falls Screen Plate Company. 


When F. L. Thompson, F. A. Moore and W. T. Hogan 
organized the Bellows Falls Screen Plate+Cozmpany a 
couple of years ago they builded seemingly on good busi- 
ness prospects and have been successful. Encouraged by 
past success the company is now putting up a new plant 
and increasing its manufacturing facilities. Its foundry, 
about 25 by 35 feet in dimensions, will be equipped with a 
new furnace. Foundations for a new building, 36 by 60 
feet, are now placed and the building itself will be soon 
completed. Three new machines for cutting screen plates 
will be added to the equipment, besides a new millirg ma- 
chine, a planer and a 15 horse power electric motor. Re- 
cutting screen plates has been a specialty with the company, 
and while that branch of the business will be continued, the 
casting and making of new plates will be a feature here- 
aiter. When the new factory plant is in operation the 
company will run a force of some twenty-five men. 








One Man Pipe Threading Machine. 


There is shown herewith an illustration of the Toledo 
pipe threading machine, a simple tool with which one 
man can do threading, hitherto requiring the services of 
two men. 

The mechanical principle involved in the Toledo is 
palpably correct. The basis of its mechanics is explained 
in the following paragraph, taken from the manufacturers’ 
printed matter: 

“It is erroneous to suppose that a die must be of cor- 
responding taper and of a width or depth the same as the 
thread to be cut. Dies so made entail great and unneces- 
sary frictional resistance, rendering pipe threading a la- 
borious operation, the larger sizes requiring the united 
efforts of two men. Bear in mind that decrease in fric- 
tion insures a corresponding decrease in the labor neces- 
sary to accomplish a given result, and you will readily 
understand that, with a die of less than half the width of 
amy other, the Toledo pipe threading machine is bound 
to do the work with one-half the labor ordinarily re- 
quired.” 

Describing the tool the makers say: 

“The distinctive feature of the Toledo is the opening 
or expanding of the dies as the tool progresses on the 
work, insuring the proper taper to correspond with stand- 
ard pipe threads. Each separate die is iade to bear 
against a taper pin fixed in the stock; as the dies advance 
along the thread they are forced against the tapering 








pins, receding through the face of the stock and insuring 
a thread perfect in every particular. 

“Every th: ad is cut full, clean and perfect. Yor 7eed 
have no fear of stripping the thread, as that is one thing 
Toledo tools are guaranteed not to do.”

Scandinavian Pulp and Paper Industries. 

According to the latest published statistics 
on the subject, there are in Sweden 98 me- 
chanical wood pulp mills, 58 of which make 
pulp for sale, the proprietors of the others 
consuming it themselves. Of the 43 sulphite 
pulp factories, 30 manufacture for selling 
purposes. There are in addition 15 soda 
sulphate mills, 6 of which consume their 
output. The 53 Swedish paper mills contain 
124 machines; there are also 24 board fac- 
tories running 47 machines, as well as a 
number of vats 

In Norway there are 49 mechanical wood 
pulp mills, 9 sulphite pulp mills and 2 soda 
pulp mills. But there are only 18 paper and 
board factories (with 42 machines), of 
which 13 work up their own chemical or 
mechanical pulp.

PAPER.—Owing to the preparations for Christmas, all 
lines of business not immediately connected with the holi- 
day trade are this week rather quiet. To this rule the paper 
trade is no exception, such orders as are being placed be- 
ing limited to the pressing needs of consumers. Because 
of the holiday season and the approach of the new year, 
both the manufacturing and distributing branches of the 
trade feel the annual curtailment in business which takes 
place at this time. But notwithstanding the lull in trade 
which is expected around the first of the year, the paper 
market, as a rule, holds firm. In Ground Wood Ma- 
nilas there is a decided stiffening in the quotations, due, no 
doubt, to the scarcity and high price of ground wood. The 
general low state of the streams throughout the northern 
section of the country, indicating, as it does, still higher 
prices for pulp, has had its effect on all grades of ground 
wood papers. In Tissues there is talk of higher prices, ow- 
ing to the strength of the demand and the fact that all the 
mills are pretty well filled with orders. In order to con- 
sider the advisability of advancing the prices, a meeting of 
the Tissue paper manufacturers was held at Buffalo, N. Y., 
on Thursday of last week. News paper is reported firm, 
although owing to rather sharp competition among the 
manufacturers the prices, especially on contracts, are not 
as high as they were at this time last year. On current 
orders for News in sheets the price is given at 2.35@2.45c., 
and for sizable roll orders the quotation is said to be 2.20@ 
2.40c. In News, as in the other ground wood papers, the 


outlook is that the market will grow gradually stronger as 
the winter progresses.
